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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement has been received and considered. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure and claims are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The specification/claims are replete with idiomatic and grammatical errors as it appears 
the specification and claims may have been a literal translation of the foreign 
publication. Applicants should consider submitting a substitute specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Porter et al. 798. 

Regarding claim 1 Porter 798 discloses in figures 2-3 a supporting member 
12a,12e provided with a ratchet portion 12e, a parking brake lever 12 "mounted on" the 
supporting member and oscillatable between a brake position and a released postion, a 
braking pawl 52 operating as claimed, a toothed member 18 having a first toothed 
segment, as broadly claimed (any portion thereof may be considered to be a "segment" 
per se) and a second toothed segment mounted on or to the parking brake lever 12, a 
tension adjusting pawl and a locking pawl 30 or 32 or vice-versa which engage the first 
and second "segments", with the locking pawl 30 or 32 having a guided member 
(integral therewith— note outcropping portion in the area of numeral 30), the locking 
member being indirectly mounted on the supporting member, a sector like member 24 
fixed to the toothed member 18 and a guiding means, as broadly claimed, at 10e or 64 
having a first guiding "segment" ( as discussed above-any portion thereof may be 
considered to be a "segment" per se) wherein the guided member on the locking pawl is 
guided along said segments and functioning as claimed. 

798 lacks a showing of a spool per se. 

However in view of the element shown at 24 to have substituted a "spool" for this 
element would have been an obvious substitution of equivalent parts. Also, because it 
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is well known to make singular parts plural and vice-versa the pawl(s) could have been 
formed with separate "guide member(s)" to come into contact with the guide means 10e 
or 64 dependent upon the engineering choice of design. 

Regarding claims 2,4, as broadly claimed, these requirements are met. 

Regarding claim 3 note that the guide means could be said to be formed on the 
parking brake lever in the area of 66— see figure 2 which moves guide means 64a into 
contact with pawl 30. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 5 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
